firm your liquor legislation i*, I will 
veto anything you send me,” what 
hope hr has of co-operating with th< 
legislature when he serd s anything to 
them ? 
The governor can’t dictate t< 
the legislature. 
He can recommend 
and persuade and reason and that is 
all. 
Ibelieve in a better m arketing sys­ 
tem. 
I made the first public speech 
made in Texas for a m arket bureau 
n connection with the 
agricultural 
bureau at W ashington. 
1 helped to 
inaugurate your first free rural deliv- 
ry route. 
I believe in bringing them 
under the agricultural departm ent and 
the A. St M. college, into the co-opera­ 
tion for m arketing conditions. 
I be­ 
lieve in a system of warehouses that 
will not only house the products of 
the farm ers, but will protect them 
from the local shipm ent till they hit 
the ship's sides. 
The farm er wants 
cheap money because he works harder 
for w hat he gets in 
proportion 
to 
what he gets for, and upon him de­ 
pends the prosperity of the country. 
It has been shown that by getting out 
these long time loans to the people 
that the hanks really in the commer­ 
cial centers prosper th reby. 
1 am *n favor of loaning the farm ­ 
ers of Texas on 40 and 80 and not 
to exceed Ififi acre tracts from the 
public school fund for long times and 
a low 
rate of interest. 
Somebody 
says “ Are you going to loan the school 
money to the farm ers on la n d ? ” Yes, 
if I have my way. 
Fifty-one millions 
of the school funds now are offered in 
land and actually sold to settlers on 
40 years tim e a t low rates of interest 
with only one-fortieth down. 
Now if 
it is safe to let a man have your 
land at low rates of interest with 
one-fortieth down, wmuldn’t it be safe 
to let him have it with 10 per cent 
down with a rate not to exceed 6 per 
cent interest and not to exceed 20years 
tim e? 
More farm ers m Texas could 
thereby own their homes and pay for 
them with labor they now give to F er­ 
guson and other landlords than could 
own their homes under his ten antry 
plank in ages. 
Then I favor the cre­ 
ation of a farm building and loan as­ 
sociation to do fur the farm ers of 
Texas w hat they have done for the 
wages earners of the cities.

ever sold, and helped to organize the 
G’bbs National Bank, the most suc­ 
cessful bank in that 
country, 
and 
have license to practice law and was 
appointed d strict judge by Governor 
Hogg when I was as old as Ferguson 
wras when he inherited his land and 
got his license and w ent to practicing 
law. 
He shows th a t he don’t know 
anything about political economy or 
its cause. 
If the bonus system has 
not infested this county and you have 
90 socia’ists and you have m any tim es 
more than th a t of tenants, then neith­ 
er ten an try nor socialism, as he claims 
have been produced by law not being 
passed which he offers. 
If he passes 
it, w hat could be done w :th it. 
You 
could lead a horse to w ater, 
if 
he 
would lead, and some horses you can’t 
lead, especially mules, but If you got 
him 
there, 
you couldn’t make him 
drink. 
Suppose you put th a t law' on 
the sta tu te books and suppose it will 
stand the test of the court like F e r­ 
guson says the Hogg am endm ents did 
that never went to the court, but sup­ 
pose it did, wThat would prevent the 
landlord saying:

rent.” and he goes and 
gets

Mexicans and white and puts on th at 
black land and wrorks them for w’ages 
and not shares ? 
And now he is ta lk ­ 
ing th a t he pays as good or better 
w ages than anybody else. I don’t care ; 
what he says. I do say th a t $32.50 a 
month is the average and he says that 
he pays more than anybody else.

do say th at the houses th a t m any f a r ­ 
mers live in are better than the houses 
Ferguson lets his renters live in, and 
he lets them go when he gets ready. 
He is not giving his money away. 
He don’t throw it at trrds, and he is 
getting his labor as cheap as he can, 
no doubt, and I am not quarreling with 
him for that, but 1 do say th a t a man 
that offers such solution as th a t is 
unposted in the economical affairs of 
this state, 
if he w ants to, he could 
work for w ages on the land I have 
got hold of. 
In ten years he has not 
plowred a farm . 
He talks about be- 


money on overcut lands. 
There is not 
a line in m y speech to sustain that. 
The governor has nothing to do with 
who shall get the money, and th a t is 
an unw orthy argum ent and ought to 
f a n on dull ears.

fr ends. I had outlined what I consider 
a constructive progressive policy th a t 
promises hope and relief to our people. 
In addition, I would exempt the im ­ 
provements on the smaU homestead 
to a reasonable value, just as we do 
now the agricultural implements and 
house furniture and the law yers’ books 
and the doctors’ instrum ents, so th a t 
while he is paying out his land on 
small installm ents he may not be pay­ 
ing out on the land and improvements 
too.

forces of Ferguson with the promises 
of imm unity to the privileged class 
and bar room and liquor interests of 
1 exas and get behind his standard, 
or w hether you will line up w ith me 
and stand for submission 
in 
July, 
stand with me for constitutional pro­ 
hibition in July, 1915, and stand with 
me for the exterm ination of the bar 
room and the putting out of the li 
quor interests out of politics, and if 
the people vote against submission, 
to stand with me for every law’ful 
m eausure to minimize the evds of the 
liquor traffic and to put them everlast­ 
ingly and eternally out of the politics 
of this state, with or w ithout sub­ 
mission, and w'ith or without statew ide 
prohibition. It can be done. Someone 
finds fault w’ith the fact that I don’t 
think statu to ry prohibition is consti­ 
tutional and th a t I think it would he 
unwise. 
W e w’ill not argue that. It 
is sufficient to say that in 1910 we 
tried it out before the people with 
one candidate who believed in consti­ 
tutional prohibition and another can­

needn’t bother about the two-thirds. 
Get it if you can, because they may 
not submit. 
I believe they will, hut 
you give a m ajority of lO'H) or 10.- 
000 or 5,000 in July.(and I believe von 
will not give me less than 50,000), 
and if they refuse to obey the will of 


the people and submit the queriiofi td 
a vote of the sovereign people of Tex 
•*, then we are going to put every 
bar room in Texas out of business 
w hether they submit it or not 
there an sntiprohibitkmiat that 
be 
lieve* that it i* not right for the peo­ 
ple’# will fairly expressed, to not pre 
vail? 
I* there an antiprohibitionist 
here th at expect* to vote for me or 
who ha# said that he is going to vote 
for? 
Then, if he isn’t willing to have 
the majority to rule, then, with thanks 
to him for hi* kindness to me, If he 
don’t want to Kuooort me, with that 
understanding.! cheerfully release him 
with thank# for his kind feelings per- 
sonally. JThey say that we m ust stof 
th * agitation. 
I will make an agree 
m eat now, and I think all my prohibi 
tion friend* will agree to it, we will 
stop the agitation whenever Texas is 
as dry a* a hone. 
We will take the 
fiquor question out of politics when 
Texas is dry. 
You can’t take the li 
quo- question out of politics in any 
other way. | When Texa* is dry, there 
will be two classes of 
people, 
law 
abiding pros and anti*, and the only 
question the* will be the enforcement 
of the laws and all law-abiding anti* 
will be on the side of the prohibition­ 
ists in favor of enforcing the law 
even if they are net in favor if its 
passing. 
Now, my friends, thi* fight 
is on and I w ant to *ay to you that 
if I am elected, th a t one of the first 
aws I intend to have passed is a law 
th at will prevent any bar room or 
brewery from contributing a dollar to 
any campaign fund, even if submission 
'•arries. or to any election to forfeit 
their license, and send them to prison 
if they do, and then we are going to 
pass a m ajority law* under the pref­ 
erential rule and we will not need any 
elimination conventions, because an y ­ 
body can run then th at want* to be­ 
cause the special interests of the li­

I I stand for clean 
politics and good

that is the param ount issue above all 
of them, because it embodies all the 
things which I have spoken. 
Behind me in th ;s contest are the 
women of Texas, and I would ra th e r 
have their prayers and hope as they 
come m arching up leading their little 
children by the hands and praying 
for my soul and a saloonless sta te — 
I would ra th e r have them and lose, 
than to win with all the b ar rooms 
and breweries in Texas arrayed be­ 
hind me. 
I have behind me the C hris­

d 'rty work,, than have all of them be­ 
hind me and ow’e my election in whole 
or in p art to any interest th a t William 
J. Bryan says in an article in the 
last Commoner is an interest th a t no 
man can afford, as governor to owe 
his election to. JBehind me are all the 
pros in Texas with hut few exceptions J 
and if any prohihitionist with 
this 
cam paign statem ent of mine of my 
views, finds it more congenial to en­ 
list under the banner 
of 
Ferguson 
with his pledge to leave the saloons 
alone during his term as governor and 
immune from the hands of the law 
by any regulatory measure, if he loves 
anyone else better than the things I 
stand for, or if he does not concede 
my personal and political 
integrity, 
I^ would ra th e r he would line up with 
Ferguson and the bar rooms and the 
liquor interests of this state if he
